Allowed Claims 

Claims 20--23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. In claim 21, page 3, line 6, the following is deleted: "a therapeutically effective 
amount of. 

Reason for Allowance 

Applicant's claimed invention is directed to a compound having the formula (III) 
as depicted in claim 20. 

The closest prior art is Grosjean (FR 1 ,557,887). Grosjean teaches diamide- 
diacids as shown in claim 1 . Grosjean exemplifies species in table 5 on page 5, 
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particularly one in which R is a quaternary carbon disubstituted with two methyl groups 
and R' is a phenyl group. 

Grosjean is deficient in the sense that it does not teach applicant's particular R 2 , 
X or R 8 substituents. 

Grosjean neither teaches, nor suggests Applicant's derivative, as shown in claim 
20. Nor would it have been obvious to modify Grosjean's compounds to arrive at the 
instantly claimed invention. There is no motivation to do so.
